The usual form of vario coupler having a 90-degree variation from 
maximum coupling to minimum coupling is in common use and has al- 
ready been described. The receiver to be described here makes use of 
a vario coupler which has 180 degrees variation between maximum and 
This feature is obtained by tilting the primary of 
the coupler from a position in which the plane of the.coil is parallel to 
the panel of the set to an angle of 45 degrees with the panel, in which 
position it is securely mounted. The secondary coil is made small 
enough so that it may be rotated inside of the primary coil. 
shows the method of mounting the vario coupler in this manner which 
permits a finer adjustment of coupling value. 

This receiver has a range sufficient to cover the amateur stations 
and the broadcasting stations.

The secondary of the vario cou- 
pler is divided into two parts, one 
of which is in inductive relation to 
the primary and the other is in in- 
ductive relation to the plate va- 
riometer. The portion of the sec- 
ondary in inductive relation tothe 
primary consists of twenty turns 
of wire on a two and one-half inch 
tube. The portion of the secondary 
in induction relation to the plate 
variometer, and, in fact, secured 
to the side of the variometer con- 
sists of thirty turns of wire on a 
four-inch tube.

Capacity effects may be reduced to a minimum by shielding the 
back of the panel and using metal dials for the controls with grounded 


brushes touching the dials. 


This type of receiver will be found very useful in receiving either 
spark signals or continuous wave signals as well as the broadcasting 


programs.

Germany A Scans 


Reparations Plan, 


It Aided by Loan 


Paris, May 30.—(By the Associated 
Press.) — The disquieting prospect 
that France would bring further pres- 
sure to bear on Germany with the 
—— of her military occupation, 

regarded in reparations and politi- 
al: ae circles as eliminated by the Ger- 
man reply to the reparations com- 
mission made public today. It prom- 
isés to comply with the conditions im- 
posed by the reparations commission, 
with the proviso that Germany must 
have aid in the form of a foreign loan. 
The commission has insisted upon un- 
conditional compliance, but the ques- 
tion of the loan is considered a de- 
tail that will be arranged without 
complications. The reply, dealing 
with this question says: 

“The German government, deter- 
mined to make the most strenuous 
endeayors to prevent any further in- 
crease in the floating debt, are, how- 
ever, convinced that in the present 
financial conditions such efforts can- 
not be carried through. unless Ger- 
many receives reasonable assistance in 
the way ofa foreign loan. Provided 
such assistance becomes available 
without undue delay the German gov- 
ernment will undertake to deal with 
the following basis: 

“The amount of the floating debt 
as it stood on March 31, 1922, is from 
now on to be the normal maximum. 
If at the end of June or at the end of 
any subsequent month the amount ex- 
ceeds the normal maximum steps will 
be taken to secure repayment of ‘the 
excess. within three months following 
by means of excess receipts or by 
2 eredits otherwise than in the 
— of giving rise to fiduciary infla- 
tion.’ 

e German government promises 
that in case the maximum is exceeded 
again it will endeavor to impose new 


‘taxes, sufficient to make up the dif- 


ference. Pending the receipts of the 
proposed foreign loan, however, the 
government asks that the floating

the treaty of Versailles. 

The condition imposed in the reply 
that Germany must have help from 
a foreign loan was first thought to 
be a mistake in the French transla- 
tion since German text was inter- 
preted as expressing the “mere hope” 
that this help would be given. Inquiry 
in Berlin, however, developed the fact 
that the German government intended 
to make that proviso. 

The impression made by the Ger- 
man reply was not unfavorable, it 
was said at the French foreign offive 
this afternoon unofficially. 

The Temps remarked that the reply 
was silent on the question of a forced 
loan which was expected to produce 
40,000,000,000 marks but the news- 
paper forecast its acceptance by the 
reparations commission.
